It is a small co nsignment, it is 
true, co nsidering the size o f the 
co ntract, but even the Sabbath is 
to be bro ken to hasten the wo rk 
fo rward, and it is stated that fo ur 
o r five additio nal wago n lo ads will 
be dumped o ff alo ng Ohio street be­ 
fo re the supper ho ur this evening. 
Fo r the first time in several days 
Co ntracto r Edward Hurley was in 
a pleasant frame o f mind last night. 
He no w believes that an earnest 
and ho nest effo rt is being made to 
get the lumber that will be required 
the street car co mpany in relay­ 
ing its tracks, and this is the cause 
o f his gladness. 
Thus believing, Mr. Hurley last 
night wired to a N ew Orleans firm 
an o rder fo r sufficient impo rted ce­ 
ment to co mplete the jo b, and he 
^expects it to be o n the gro und in­ 
side o f a week. 
In the meantime, 
he has eno ugh cement 
here 
to 
start the wo rk. 
He also wired to Galesburg, 111., 
to co ntinue the shipment o f bricks, 
which o rder he requested to be held 
up so me time ago , because he was 
no t then satisfied that the street car 
peo ple wo uld succeed in getting 
the lumber fo r their part o f the 
wo rk. 
Still further, he wired an o rder 
to Bo o nville fo r the necessary sand. 
All these wire o rders were fo llo wed 
by letters, requesting that there be 
no delay in shipping the material, 
and the bulk o f it will reach Seda­ 
lia befo re the clo se o f the prese it 
week.

Mr. 
Hurley stated that he wo uld put a 
fo rce o f men to wo rk to mo rro w 
mo rning tearing up the blo cks o n

no time in co mpleting their part o f 
the wo rk.
